C om m erce Court. 
To this court five 
judges 
a re 
assigned 
from 
am ong 
U nited S tates circuit judges, b y the 
chief justice of the U nited States. 
T hey a re to serve five years. 
T his 
new court has the exclusive function 
of hearin g and deciding cases b rought 
for the purpose of enforcing or setting 
aside orders of the in te rsta te com ­ 
m erce com m ission and certain othe r 
classes of cases for the regulation of 
in te rsta te com m erce. 
A ppeals from 
this court m ay b e taken to the U nited 
S tates suprem e court. 
In these cases the U nited S tates 
itself is to b e a party, re pre sen te d b y 
the a ttorn e y gen e ra l’s office. 
T he in­ 
te rs ta te 
com m erce 
com m ission 
and 
shippers m ay b e represen ted b j' coun­ 
sel. 
Com mon c a rrie rs are to have in 
reach of the court agen ts on whom 
papers can b e served.

kind of freight, is not perm itted to in­ 
c rease such ra te s unless it can show 
the change is due to causes other than 
a rem oval of w ater com petition. 
T he new railway regulation law pro­ 
vides also a com m ission to tak e up 
the physical valuation of the railroads, 
the prob lem of rem edying the stock- 
waterifig evil, and othe r im portan t 
phases of regulation.

pub lic rights in the pub lic highw ays. 
T his dem and is b eing recognized b y 
the R epub lican party.

railroad law.

Now when a merchant takes out 
insurance he carries enough to cov er 
his stock. 
He knows when he has 
enough, lie ought to cov er his y ear’s 
business with adv ertising as he cov ­ 
ers his stock with insurance. 
As he 
starts the y ear he should estimate 
the net pn fit on his y ear’s business 
and then take a liberal portion on 


this amount as his appropriation for 
adv ertising. 
W i t h an ey e on his past 
business by seasons he should then 
apportion the amounts to be ex pend­ 
ed during the different m on t h s , 
lie 
should also r uglily 
determine 
the 
amounts to be used in 
the 
v arious 
m(*thods he ex pects to employ . 
This 
is the logical starting point. 
J ust how many dollars to spend in 
adv ertising must be answered largely 
by the taste of the merchant and the 
nature and conditions of the business. 
Let it be sufficient to carry weight, 
but not bey ond what the profit and 
inv estment justify .

1856, delivered 
him self of u tte ra nc e s w hich are con­ 
stru ed here as the m ost radical he has 
ever m ade. 
He split w ith th e adm in­ 
istration and Mr. Taft. 
H e will never 
endorse the adm inistration for indeed 
he cannot now. 
Mr. Roosevelt will go 
along on his own hook and th e regu ­ 
lars can follow him if they w ant to. 
He sta te d p a rt of his platform here. 
Mr. R oosevelt declared the A m eri­ 
can people a re right in dem anding a 
new nationalism w ithou t which they 
cannot hope to deal w ith any new 
problem s. 
He declared also th a t the 
new 
nationalism 
pu ts 
th e national 
need before sectional or personal need. 
H e said th at he is im p atient of the u t­ 
te r confu sion th a t resu lts from legis­ 
latu res a tte m p ting to tre a t national is­ 
su es.

A crow d of red hot K ansas insu r­ 
gents listened to the colonel m ake 
this im passioned speech and they yell­ 
ed for all they w ere w orth.

d ress and when it w as over he said 
th a t he had nothing to add becau se 
his re m a rk s speak for them selves. 
It w as pu t u p to him that he had 
preached socialism,

His u nm istak able th reat to 
break down the bu siness of the land 
if its m anagers do not be good was 
sim ply a repetition of things he had 
said before on this trip.

w ith the president was confirm ed w ith­ 
ou t a shadow of dou bt.

insu rgents 
took issu e. 
He 
hacked u p th e theories of his friends 
Garfield and Pinchot. 
He dem anded 
the tnvi stigallon of ou r financial sys­ 
tem and lu dem anded th a t it be inves­ 
tigated right away. 
W hat Wall stre e t 
thinks of th e se notions Mr. Roosevelt 
does not care a whoop. 
One of th e things that created a 
deep im pression on the men who lis­ 
tened to \ }r. Roosevelt was his rem ark 
concerning the relations of property to 
hu m an we!!are. 
Very few u nderstood 
this. 
“T he r.'.nn who wrongly holds that 
every hu m an right is secondary to his 
profit," he shou ted, “m u st now give 
way to the advocate of h u m an w elfare 
who rightly m aintains that every mat. 
holds his property su bject to the gen­ 
eral right of the com m u nity to regu ­ 
late its u se to w h atever degree the 
pu blic w elfare m ay requ ire it.” 
And 
w hen he w ent ahead and adm itted the 
right to regu late th e term s and condi­

Mr. Roosevelt set forth his belief in 
a gradu ated incom e tax on swollen for­ 
tu nes and a gradu ated inheritance tax 
on big fortu nes. 
T h ere m u st be a gov­ 
ernm ent su pervision of capitalization 
not only nf pu blic service corporations, 
bu t of all corporations doing an inte r­ 
s ta te bu siness. 
He said th at he did 
not wish to see the nation forced into 
th e ow nership of railw ays if it can be 
avoided, bu t he does w ant a physical 
valu ation. 
!n regard to th e tariff he 
expressed bis dissatisfaction at the 
m ethod of revising it. 
He said that it 
is th e du ty of congress to provide a 
m ethod by which the inte re st of the 
whole people shall he all th a t receives 
consideration, 
lb* su ggested a tariff 
com m ission wholly rem oved from poli­ 
tical p ressu re or im proper bu siness in­ 
flu ence. 
In the m a tte r of cam paign 
pu blicity Mr. Roosevelt desired pu blic 
accou nting before and a fte r the elec­ 
tion. 
W hile the colonel « lid not em ­ 
ploy the w ord “ recall,” it is u nderstood 
he meant just that when he said: 
"I 
believe that the prompt removal of un­ 
faithful or incompetent public serv­ 
ants should be made easy and sure in 
whatever way experience shall show 
to be the most expedient in any given 
class of cases.”
